The first thing you will notice in the A B C of Piano Playing is that it looks interest¬ 
ing. Each of the 3 books is profusely illustrated with pictures and diagrams. 

Besides stirring the child’s imagination, these visual aids are very thorough. Nothing is 
left to chance. Each point is explained clearly, and the pupil quickly learns to put it 
into practice.

He was born and educated in Lon¬ 
don, England. On gaining an open 
scholarship to the Royal Academy of 
Music, his studies were directed by Sir 
Henry Wood, orchestral and choral 
conducting; Norman O'Neill, composi¬ 
tion; Vivian Langrish, pianoforte and 
ater with the renowned Tobias Matthay 
at whose Pianoforte School in London 
le taught from 1938); finally with 
Cortot in Paris. 

His musical career was interrupted 
by service in the Royal Artillery from 
1939-1946. On demobilization he was 
appointed professor of pianoforte to 
the Royal Academy, London and the 
distinction of Fellowship (F.R.A.M.) con¬ 
ferred in 1955. 

Amongst the many varied appoint¬ 
ments held, he has lectured for the 
Royal National Institute for the Blind, 
acts as external examiner in pianoforte to the Royal Scottish and Royal Irish 
Academies of Music and in addition to regular examination tours in the 
U.K. for the Associated Board of the Royal Schools of Music, he has carried 
out assignments in this capacity in the British West Indies, British Guiana, 
Central America, Bermuda and the Union of South Africa.

After firm musical grounding in the 
Lyell Gustin Studios in Saskatoon and 
varied experience in performing, Irena 
Bubniuk continued her studies in London 
at the Royal College of Music where 
she held a four-year Associated Board 
Scholarship. While there, she had two 
first studies—piano and voice—as well 
as harmony and composition; she won 
two concerto competitions, two prizes 
and a bursary; she obtained her 
A.R.C.M. degree and is the only Col¬ 
lege student to attain the highest con¬ 
cert grade in two subjects. She returned 
to Canada to do recitals for the Sas¬ 
katchewan Arts Board. After teaching 
in the United States for a time, Irena 
Bubniuk returned to Europe for more 
study—voice, piano, concerto coach¬ 
ing. Recommended by London's Royal 
College of Music, Miss Bubniuk then 
taught voice and related subjects at a 
Canadian University in the East where 
she also adjudicated Music Festivals.
